Wists Is The Money Po: Cone Peon? 


With the Dominion Parliament and practically all the Provincial Legis- 
latures now in session, the people of Canada are having their attention 
directed to questions of public policy, public finance, and public administra- 
tion. The budget speech at Ottawa, and the annual financial statements of 
, the several Provincial Treasurers, with the debates which arise thercon, are 
of outstanding interest and value in focusing attention upon, and compelling 
consideration of, the vital subjects of revenues versus expenditures, and 
their effect upon taxation and public debt. 

Prior to the opening of Parliament and the Legislatures, members of the 
varivuus Governments were busy receiving deputations from organizations of 
all kinds, including financial, industrial and commercial institutions, organ- 
ized farmers, and numerous social reform and benevolent societies. In the 
vast majority of cases these deputations advocated certain changes in ex~ 
isting laws calculated to advance the interests or cause in which they were 
more - especially interested. Also in the majority of cases, representations 
were made in support of reductions in existing taxation, and, coupled with 
such represcntations, Governments were urged to embark upon additional 
services, ov provide new institutions, all of which called for large increases 
in public expenditure and the creation of new administrative services. 

The problem with which all Governments are thus confronted, and 
which is presented to them every year, is most complex, and it is to be feared 
that many of these deputations do not give serious enough consideration to 
it. Many spukesmien for these deputations seem to labor under the delusion, 
—a fairly yencral one,—that Governments have some magic means of find- 
ing money withcut raising it by means of taxation. 

For exaniple, in all Provinces there is a persistent and growing demand 
that very much larger amounts be spent in the construction of good, all- 
weather, highways. Oace built such roads must be maintained, thus for every 


mile, constructed there is an increased annual charge for up-keep, But cou- .

Note another example. The people of Canada demand the establishment 
of a system of .Old Age Fensions. The Federal Government agrees, and 
undertakes to pay fifty per cent. of such pensions, provided the Provincial 
Governments pay the other fifty per cent. British Columbia, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba agree to enter the scheme. All parties in the Legislatures are 
in favor of doing so. Then, in Manitoba, the Government proposes the im- 
position of an additional tax in order to raise the money wherewith to pay 
such pensions, and immediately objections are raised. 

In Saskatchewan within: recent months the Government has been askea 
to provide for a free consultative clinic, for a school for the blind and ‘the 
deaf, for an institution for the care of juvenile delinquents, larger facilities 
for the training of teachers, extension of the educational system, another 
sanatoria to combat tuberculosis, a large extension of the road building pro- 
gramme, including the gravelling of roads, ctc., etc. The Government pro- 
ceeds to some extent to give cffect to a number of these requests and to as- 
sist in securing the necessary funds proposes a tax on gasoline. This meets’! 
with approval, but immediately a demand is made that the auto licence fee 
be substantially reduced, the effect of which would be to largely offset the 
increase in revenue to be derived from the gasoline tax, and Icaving the} 
Government without the mcans to provide those very things the peopie had | 
demanded. 

Referring to this all too general attitude on the part of people, and the 
increasing demand for “free” services of one kind and another, the Provin- 
cial Treasurer of Saskatchewan took qccasion in his budget speech to point | 
out that “there ain’t no such animal” as a “free” gervice.. Any service if not 
paid for by the individual must be paid for by the state, and if the stale pays, 
then the money with which to foot the state’s bills must be secured from 
individuals in the mass by way of taxes, 

The responsible heads of all our Canadian institutions and organizations 
should devote a portion of their time in training for such responsible posts 
by taking a course in economics.

“Rule No. 1:—The best quality of 
tea must be used.

“Rule No. 2:-—-The quality of the 
water used will affect the flavor of 
the beverage in the cup, Draw fresh 
cold water and bring it to a hard 
‘bubbly’ boil, Never use water that 
has been boiled before. Sometimes 
chlorine put in water to purify it will 
completely change the flavor of the 
tea. The water is to blame, however, 
and not the tea. 

“Rule No.3:—It is proper that only 


a crockery or china teapot be used, | 


never one. of metal or any other sub- 
stance, if the pure and, delicious flav- 
or of the tea is to be drawn forth. 
Tea likewise should never be enclosed 
in a metal tea-ball. 

“Rule No. 4:—The teapot must, be 
scalded out with boiling water, ana 
while it is warm place in it one level 
teaspoonfull of tea for each cup re- 
quired. 

“Rule No. 5:—Now pour the boiling 
water on the leaves. Allow to steep 
in a warm place for five minutes, Stir 
just sufficiently to diffuse the full 
strength of the tea. Then pour the 
liquid off the leaves into another 
heated vessel, unless served immedi- 
ately. If poured off in this way, the 
tea will not take on a bitter taste, 
which even the finest tea will do un- 
over-stceping.

British Columbia, 898,257 pounds. 
‘The Quebec figures for 1926 are not 
yet available. In comparing 1926 fig- 
ures with those of 1925, it will be 
seen that, with the exception of Mant- 
toba, the honey crops of the western 
provinces were much larger in the 
former year. Reports of the 1927 crop 
so far received show that In western 
Canada the past season was even 
more favorable than 1926; Manitoba 
reports a crop of 7,386,575 pounds, 
British Columbia, 986,719 pounds, and 
Saskatchewan, 500,974 pounds, Crop 
reports from the other provinces for 
1927 are not yet available. 

While honey production is steadily 
{increasing throughout the Dominion, 
there are large areas yet unexploited 
in so far as beekeeping is concerned; 
this is especially true of western 
provinces. The changing farming 
conditions in the more settled parts 
of the Prairie Provinces, the opening 
up of new territory, and the intro- 
duction of irrigation into semi-arid 
areas, are having an effect on hee- 
keeping possibilities. For instance, 
the introduction of sweet clover into 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan is large- 
ly responsible for the increase in bec- 
keeping in these two provinces. In tho 
Peace River district where beekeep- 
ing is a comparatively new industry, 
an experimental aplary at Beaver- 
lodge, Alberta, gave a _ wonderful 
crop during the summer of 1926. A 
colony on scales registered a gain of 
20 pounds per 24 hours on more than 
one occasion and at the end of the 
season this colony gave 281.5 pounds 
of surplus honey, 
gave one colony increase. Other plon- 
eer apiaries reported equally good re- 
sults. In the irrigated areas, where 
alfalfa and s\wect clover are grown 
extensively, good crops of honey are 
assured. In British Columbia, the fer- 
tile valleys offer splendid opportuni- 
ties for beekeeping, especially in the; 
central part of the province. In On- 
tario and Quebec the older parts of | 
the provinces are fairly well BtocHe 
with bees but the newer parts of the 
provinces offer what is practically an 
undeveloped field.

Explanations and Comments 


I. Thé Need For Rest, verses 31, 
32.—The disciples returned from 
their mission tour flushed. with suc- 
cess, but they were. greatly wearied 
and needed rest.

Neither rest 
nor communion was possible, how- 
ever, So great was the crowd that 
continually came and went about 
Jesus. They had no leisure even to 
eat, Mark tells us, “Come ye your- 
selves apart unto a desert place and 
rest a while,” Jesus bade, According- 
ly, they set off in their boat with him 
for an uninhabited spot (for this is 
the meaning here-of the word des. 
ert), on the other side of the lake. 

There come times in the lives of all 
Christian workers When they need to 
heed this counsel of Christ to go 
apart and rest a while.

DUNNING REPLIES 
“TO CRITICISMS 
OF THE BUDGET 


Ottawa—Hon. Charles Dunning, 
minister of railways, replied in the 
Flouse to conservative criticisms that 
in announcing reductions in the net 
debt, the minister of finance had not 
taken into consideration Canadian 
national bond guarantees. 

Mr. Dunning’s speech was made in 
continued debate on the budget. From 
_ the Conservative side, Col. Cantley, of 
Pictou, objected to the budget be- 
cause, he said, it failed to safeguard 
Canadian industry, and H. C. Hock- 
en of Toronto West Centre, urged 
child immigration, criticizing in this 
regard, the action of the immigration 
department in regard to Earnardo 
boys. 

Mr. Dunning, in the course of his 
speech, said critics sought to make it 
appear that the accounting system 
had been changed. The fact was that 
the general form now followed in the 
estimates originated with the Conser- 
vative government in .1921. The gov- 
ernment guaranteed loans of $61,- 
000,000, not one dollar of which was 
taken into account in the net public 
delot. 

“Was the present method a correct 
and sound business procedure?’ Mr. 
Dunning ,submitted that it was and 
that it was followed by the provin- 
cial governments of Canada, in car- 
rying on similar undertakings. 

“What is the objective of these at- 
tacks?” asked Mr. Dunning. ‘“ Their 
object is to deprive the minister of 
finance and the government of the 
credit of having reduced the net debt 
by $106,000,000.” But the fact re- 
mained that the taxpayers of Canada 
were now paying interest on $106,- 
000,000 Jess, und the Canadian Na- 
tional was paying interest on its on- 
ligations to the public. 

Every specch which had come from 


the Conservative side of the House} 


had been '‘ The old plea for higher and 
higher protection,” Mr. Dunning con- 
tinued. “The one remedy the Con- 
servatives have for any disease, real 
or imagined of the body politic, is 
highcr protection.” Since this was 
the case, why had the Conservatives 
not put the word protection in their 
amendment, That amendment was 
being used in Western Canada to sup- 
port the contention that the Conser- 
vative opposition had at least aban- 
doned the principle of protection. 

Speeches of the opposition mem- 
bers, Mr. Dunning thought, were 
good advertising for the United 
States. They cmphasized the prosper- 
ity of that republic at the expense o! 
Canada, There would not be so many 
Canadians going across to the United 
States if the Conservatives did not 
depict it as such an attractive place. 
As a matter of fact, there had been 
a growth of unemployment in the 
United States and a decrease of it in 
Canada. 

Mr. Dunning gave figures in sup. 
port of this statement. No observer, 
he said, would argue that the Ameri- 
can farmer was in a better position 
than the Canadian,

Trade Barometer Rising 


Trade and Manufacturing Reported 
On a High Level 

Ottawa.—Canadian business got off 
to a good start for the current year. 
Out of the nine indicators of condi- 
tions for the first month of the year 
which are reported by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics ‘eight showed 
Canadian trade and manufacturing 
were on a higher level than they were 
at the opening of 1927.

Gasoline Prices Drop 


Reduction Of Three to Five Cents a 
Gallon In Manitoba 

Winnipeg, Man.—Gasoline prices 
in Winnipeg and most parts of Mani- 
toba have dropped from three to five 
cents. Tank wagon prices are now 
quoted at 21 cents for low test gaso- 
line and 24 cents for high test. Tho 
service station prices have dropped 
to 28 cents for the low test and 31 
for the high, inclusive of the govern- 
ment tax, 

The new prices were initiated by 
teh British American Oil Company, 
the Prairie Oil Company and the Im- 
perial Oil Company. The average re- 
duction throughout the province 
amounts to three cents, while at some 
places a drop of five cents has been 
reported.

U.S. STRONG FOR 
“THE ABOLITION 
OF ALL WARS 


Washington, D.C.—<An invitation to 
Great Britain, France, Italy, Ger- 
many and Japan to join the United 
States in forming.a league to outlaw 
war outside the League of Nations 
was contained in the note handed by 


Secretary of State Kellogg, to the 
French ambassador, Paul Claudel, 


for transmission to the I"rench Gov- 
ernment, 

The Uniled States firmly puts aside 
French suggestions that the proposed 
agreement recognizes the right to 
make war under certain conditions. 
“If such a declaration were accom- 
panied by definitions of the word ‘ag- 
gressor,) and by exceptions and 
qualifications stipulating when na- 
tions would be justified in going to 
war, its effect would be very greatly 
weakened and its positive value as a 
guaranty of peace virtually destroy- 
ed,” says the United States note. 


States is not unwilling to conclude a 
separate agreement with France on 
the subject, but wants Great Britain 
and other great powers to partici- 
‘pate, ‘If the members of the League 
of Nations cannot, without violating 
ithe terms of the covenant of the 
‘league, agree among themselves and 
with the government of the United 
States to renounce war as an instru- 
ment of their national policy, it 


-{seems idle to discuss either bilateral 


or multilateral treatics unreservedly 
renouncing war. I am reluctant to be- 
lieve, however, that the provisions of 
the covenant of the League of Na- 
tions really stands in the way of co- 
operation of members of the league 
and the United States in a common 
effort to abolish war."

GREAT FUTURE 


FOR DOMINION 


London.—"‘I have returned home 
with a truer perception of what the 
Empire means, namely a girdle of 
free independent nations linked 
around the globe,” declared Lieut.- 
Col. L. C. M. S. Amery, secretary of 
state for Dominion affairs, speaking 
of his recent Empire tour, at a din- 
ner given in his honor here by the 
Canada Club. EB. R. Peacock, eminent 
London financier, who was born in 
Glengarry county, Ontario, and Ived 
for some time in Toronto, presided. 

Speaking of Canada, Lieut.-Col. 
Amery stated that he knew not what 
Premier Stanley Baldwin's visit there 
had meant to him, and he was glad 
to hear that a party of 40 parliamen- 
tarians was to visit the Dominion this 
summer, 

“In Canada today,” continued the 
secretary for Dominion affairs, ‘there 
is not that perhaps over-confident en- 
thusiasm which marked the pre-war 
years. Experience has given its les- 
son, and there is now a deep-seated 
assurance, not only of immediate, but 
of future greatness.” Canada was 
emerging from being a ribbon of ter- 
ritory adjoining the United States to 
a country having depth as well as 
breadth. The problem before her 
statesmen was whether they should 
sell her strength to another country 
or conserve it for development by her 
own people. 

In the coming generation, he be- 
lieved, Canada’s development would 
be greater than that of the United 
States, and would provide a greater 
inducement for immigrants either 
from across the ocean or across the 
border. Canada needed the immigra- 
tion of professional and _ business 
men as well as men of muscle. 

“Do not let our manufacturers be 
content with the preference Canada 
has now given them,” he said, “ but 
let them go and see Canada and learn 
how much more advantage they could 
reap from that preference. Let us all 
learn to get away from development 
in water-tight compartments. Then 
it would be easy for governments to 
.adopt their policies accordingly.”

Northern Canada 


Canadian. National Railways 
Engineer Tells Of Rapid 
Development 


The tremendous North of Canada, 
the rich country in which millions 
have heen invested and out of which 
millions more will be taken is speedily 
coming into its own. Two railway 
lines, which are being pushed for- 
ward with all the energy and “haste 
men can command in a region .that 
exacts every ounce of skill, strength 
and speed that men can give, are 
bringing’ the wilderness closer and 
closer to the world. They are making 
possible the prising open of a chest 
whose treasure is so vast that imag- 
inalion scarce can compute it. Before 
the year is out the railway which is 
siriking 85 miles northwest ot The 
Pas to open up the Flin Flon and in- 
cidentally the other rich properties 
in that area will be in working condi- 
tion. In the meantime, all the neces- 
sary supplies will have been hauled 
in and camps established along the 
way. By the end of next year, the 
Hudson Bay Railway will have 
reached its terminus at Fort Church- 
ill, on Hudson Bay, and the North 
will have a new outlet to the sea. 


C. S. Gzowski, of Montreal, chiet 
engineer of , the Construction De- 
partment of the Canadian National 
Railways, who has just returned east 
after a visit of inspection to the 
northern country, declares that he is

“To fulfill our promise to the Do- 
minion Minister of Railways that the 
Hudson Bay line would be in opcrat- 
ing condition by the end of next year, 
we must complete 84 miles from the 
presont end of steel before December, 
Mr. Gzowski says.

By the second week in Feb- 
ruary, Major J. L. Charles, who is in 
charge of the Canadian National 
Railways locating parties, had reach- 
ed Mile 100 and was, of course, still 
pushing ahead.

After the important work 
of drainage, comes the building of 
the embankment. It is hoped that 
track-laying will begin by July 15. In 
order that there will be no delay, 
culvérts are being placed ahead for 
the first 20 miles, cedar being hauled 
for the purpose, and the three 
streams which the railway must 
cross are being spanned by pole tres- 
tles, which will be replaced by per- 
manent structures later. Three tem- 
porary water supply tanks are also 
being installed in advance of the bal- 
lasting and track laying. 

“Our big battle is, of course, with 
the muskeg,” said the engineer, in 
discussing the difficulties of railroad- 
building in the north. “Near the 
Limestone River we are cutting 200 
carloads of poles and these will be 
placed on top of the grade, herring- 
bone fashion, so as to form a founda- 
tion for the ties in the soft places.

Good Crops Have 
Established Prosperity 


Farmer’s Position Has Been Greatly 
Improved, Says Report 

“In contrast with the situation in 
Canada, where the price structure 
has consistently favored the farmer, 
particularly during the past three 
years, the farmer in many other 
parts of the world has found that his 
bale of cotton, his load of maize, or 
his bushel of potatoes could be sold 
at a price which would enable him to 
buy only about two-thirds as much 
manufactured goods ‘as formerly,” 
states a recent bulletin issued by the 
Royal Bank of Canada. 

“In reality his difficulties have been 
even greater than this statement 
would suggest, since wages, rent and 
taxes—his costs—have in most cases 
increased by at. least 100 per cent.,” 
continues the bulletin. “Where the in- 
dividual farmer has been unable 
markedly to increase his production, 
the changing relationships of prices 
have reduced the purchasing power 
of the farm family by about one-half, 
This reduction in the purchases of the 
agricultural population has preventcd 
the expansion of world commerce to 
a normal level. 

“The satisfactory crops in Canada 
and the persistence of relatively fav- 
orable world prices for those pro- 
ducts which come from Canadian 
farms have been important factors in 
establishing prosperity. While it is 
true that almost all of Canada has 
experienced good times during this 
period, the outstanding factor in the 
situation has been the improvement 
in the position of the Canadian farm- 
er.” 


One Of Sweetest Stories Ever Told 


Annual Consumption Of Sugar In 
Canada Is Almost One Hundred 
Pounds For Each Person 

One of the sweetest stories ever 
told is outlined in a recent report of 
the sugar refining industry in Can- 
ada issued by the Canadian Govern- 
ment Bureau of Statistics, 

Canadians evidently have a swect 
tooth, for the annual per capita con- 
sumption of sugar is 93.09 pounds, or 
about one-quarter of a pound for 
every day of the year. The total pro- 
duction of sugar in Canada in the 
year under review was 1,138,781,739 
pounds, of which 70,388,105 pounds 
was made from beets grown princi- 
pally in southwestern Ontario and 
southern Alberta, Thirty thousand 
acres were sown to beets, ‘which 
yielded about nine tons per acre, and 
for which the growers received an 
average price of $8.55 per ton. The 
total value of the yicld was $2,286,- 
781, 

There are cight sugar refineries in 
Canada with a capital investment of 
$49,748,404. Canada is one of the prin- 
cipal sugar refining countrics, her 
net exports of refined sugar, after 
supplying ,her own 
amounting to about 
pounds yearly.

Engineers Plan To 
Cool Tropical Zone 


Have Evolved Schemo For Diversion 
Of Arctic Currents 
“Utilization of the icy currents 
which flow beneath the warm South- ° 
ern seas for modifying the climate of 
tropical lands and rendering them not 
only pleasantly habitable but work- 
able as well is forescen by two 
French electrical engincers, Georges 
Claude and Paul Boucherot, who 
spoke before a meeting of the French 
Engineering Society at the Sorbonne. 

Moreover, they asserted, the trop- 
ical seas hold vast stores of thermal 
energy which man may yet harness. 

Although the surface waters of 
tropical seas generally have a tem- 
perature of from 75 to 85 degrees 
from one end of the year to the other 
they, as pointed out, have, thanks to 
currents emanating from the polar 
regions, waters at great depths at a 
constant: temperature of from 35 to 
45 degrees, 

If, with the aid of a shaft sunk in- 
to the sea, these cold waters could be 
brought to the surface, the engineers 
said, the result would be a surface 
temperature of about 70 degrees, mar- 
velously constant in all seasons and 
all weathers, 

Then, if one could draw off tho 
warm surface waters into a suitable 
vacuum, they asserted, the waters 
thus drawn off would begin to boil, 
producing a -vapor which, with the 
aid of the cold waters brought up 
from the depths of the sea, might 
readily be condensed. 

And if in the current of vapor one 
placed a turbine, they declared, the 
machine would furnish energy  be- 
yond comparison with anything in 
existence.

Seek New Variety Of Wheat 


Wheat With High Degree Of Resist- 
ance To Stem Rust Is 
Desired 

The production of a variety of 
wheat combining high yield and good 
baking qualities with a high degree 
of resistance to stem rust, is one of 
the most pressing problems at the 
present time according to the Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture. Care- 
ful consideration is being given to 
rust resistance in new varieties and 
strains developed by the Dominion 
Experimental Farms. New varictics 
are produced chiefly through the me- 
dium of artificial crossing of care- 
fully chosen parent varieties, the 
crossing work being confined chiefly 
to the Central Farm at Ottawa and 
to the Rust Research Laboratory at 
Winnipeg.

A wall 
nearly 200 feet long and about 36 feet 
high has already come to light, and 
it is hoped that some good marbles 
and other artistic objects which once 
adorned the residence of the Caesars 
will later be discovered. The Palace 
of Augustus actually consisted ot 
several buildings, including a temple 
and two well-stocked libraries of 
Greek and Latin books. It is known, 
however, that many of the imperial 
buildings were buried in carthquakes 
during the Middle Ages, and there 
are hopes that a part of their treas- 
ures may still be recovered from their 
remains, The buildings were adorned 
by more than 100 columns of alabas- 
ter and rare marbles, the porticoes 
contained several marble statues, 
|while the’ interior was lavishly 
decorated with panels and medal- 

lions, artistic gems and cameos. 


British Youth For Canada 


Movement Is Expected To Be Heay- 
ier Than Usual This Year 

The movement of British youth to 
Canada promises to be considerably 
heavier than usual, due to new ar- 
rangement, made with the British 
Government.
